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An apparent proof of the F1946A(f) card printed for the 54th IPPDS&EU Convention 
held in Washington, D.C., 20-25 May 1946 (12” x 9.5”). 
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Thanks to Greg Alexander, I illustrate (above) the version of B-314 that was offered for sale via a BEP lot- 
tery at the F.U.N. show, in Florida, in January of this year. In addition to the increase in size, to accom- 
modate the dates and the plate printers signature, you can see that the colors have also been changed from 
what I illustrated in the last issue of this Journal (p. C3). Greg also furnished pics of the two most recent 
Veterans Day cards (p. C3, this issue) which were on display at the show, but NOT for sale to the public! 


I have chosen, rightly or wrongly, to NOT give separate numbers to these items, as they were NOT read- 
ily available to the public, as the other BEP cards have been. Therefore, the above card would be B-314A. 
If you were not at the show, the only way to acquire one would be on the secondary market. As to the 
Veterans Day cards, that latter choice is the only one available, unless you are/were a Bureau employee! 


At the show, only 80 copies of the card above were sold, along with 40 copies of the larger Panama-Pacific 
panel (see 35:1 cover) which was also printed in a brown tint. Prepare for a good mark-up if you collect 
these items. Apparently, there was no “show-cancel”, but the USPS had a booth, so there may be some 
cards with the circular Orlando cancel.

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FUN NOTES 


In January the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
made their first appearance in many years at the 
FUN show. (that is the reason there are no "Bean" 
cards for FUN this year) They have a very ambitious 
Souvenir Card program for 2015 and believe it or not 
they are already planning for 2016 and 2017. I'm 
happy to report The Souvenir Card World is still 
very much alive. As a collector and dealer my only 
problem is that the bureau is not tying the cards to 
shows. 


I partner with John Parker at a few shows a year, and 
this year we had a corner table at F.U.N. in Orlando. 
In spite of being in the budget section I was very 
excited to see we would be right next to the BEP and 
Mint. However, when I got there I found we were 
next to them, but facing a tall blue curtain. It really 
was not any advantage to us. Regardless it was a Fun 
time at F.U.N.! My main business is World Paper 
Money and the FUN show is great for that. The space 
for the show was a little smaller than usual so I 
understand a couple of paper money dealers were 
not able to get tables. That was good for me! 


This year the Bureau is issuing two separate series of 
cards. First is a three card series for the 100th 
anniversary of the Panama Canal. As most of you 
know it consists of a large engraved sheet for the 
Pan-Pacific Expo.(see the cover of the last issue) and 
two regular sized cards. The second series is coming 
out later in the year (April?) and is similar to the 
Defenders Card program of 2014. There will be 5 
cards, 1 for each branch of the service, but this year 
they will not be dated and will be on an open-stock 
basis. I got the impression they would print as many 
as they believe they can sell, but not reprint them in 
the future. The 2014 Defenders series was the most 
successful card program in many years. 


The bureau was aggressive in presenting pulled- 
prints of the first 2 cards at the show. But only 40 of 
the large cards were available, and 80 of the smaller 
cards. The costs, if you won the drawing, were $100 
for the large card and $50 for the smaller one. I was 
concerned about getting enough of the cards for my 
subscribers and others. There were 2 drawings a day 
and I was there for 3 days and, unfortunately, did 
not get drawn once. So I had to buy all my cards. I 
was able to purchase 6 of the large proofs and 10 of 
the smaller ones. Most of the other SCCS guys won 
at least twice! 


Our SCCS meeting was Saturday and Steve Patrick, 
our Vice President gave an interesting talk about the 
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Lee Quast & Steve Patrick 


engraver, Czeslaw Slania. He is an avid collector of 
his material and brought many items from his collec- 
tion. We had about 10 at the meeting. 


On Sunday, the BEP staff wanted to meet with us. 
They wanted feed back of how we felt about the [cur- 
rent] issues and also discussed ideas and plans for 
the next couple of years. I was pleasantly surprised 
they are thinking that far in advance. Usually they 
have to scramble after the ANA show to work up 
ideas for the following year. — LQ 


FUN is now over and it’s time for reflection. It was a 
good show because of the presence of the BEP and 
Mint. Treasurer Rosa Rios was there to sign bills and 
pull numbers for the drawings. 


Our Society table was manned by Steve Costner, O. 
T. Thompson, new member Roger Persichilli and me. 
We got two new members [Mark Gereb and Carlos 
Guffain] and a three-year renewal. Some of the other 
members in attendance were Greg Alexander, Ken 
Barr, and Harry Corrigan. 


[The BEP] did report that the military cards last year 
were a complete sellout. So a second set similar in 
format will be issued later this year, only changing 
the MPC pieces some of them using the reverse of 
what was on the first set. They will be issued as one 
set for the same $85 as last year. [Plate printer] Mike 
Beck made the point that these cards require five 
steps for the intaglio, MPC image, gold stamp, etc. 
The Army and Marine cards were the most sales at 
about 2,000 cards. 


Mike Bean and Bill Kriebel keep our hobby going. 
It’s the people in this hobby that makes it great and 
this weekend was a meeting of a great group. I hope 
to see you at one of the future shows. — SP

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SOME JUMBO CARDS 


I was fortunately recently to come upon several 
items of interest to SCCS members that I'd like to 
share. While these are not, strictly speaking, sou- 
venir cards they fall into the same general collectible 
field [i.e., intaglio prints]. All are quite large and I'm 
currently puzzling over how to store them. 


The first is a spectacular piece from the American 
Bank Note Co. titled "Heritage of American 
Transportation." The sheet is 12" x 17" and printed in 
blue ink on standard text-weight paper, rather than 
card stock. It features 10 vignettes of various modes 
of transportation, from canal barge to mail plane. 
Many of these also appear in ABN's Archive Series - 
- "Emigrating" (1990), "Horse Car" (1987), "In Harbor" 
(1989), "Seaplane" (1989), "Loading Cargo" (1989), 
and "The New Depot" (1988) -- as well as 
Commemorative Panels and, of course, stock certifi- 
cates and bonds. [These pieces were reproduced on 
pp.22-23 of the last issue. It is also included in an 
ABNCo advertising brochure from 1972. A similar 
piece(s) was offered on eBay in January 2015 and 
sold for $26.00. Ed.] The sheet is housed in a loose 
presentation folder with the title on the front and 
space for the name of whom it was being presented 
to. On the back, there is some text about the compa- 
ny, closing with "If I can be of service to you, please 
contact me." Below that is space for, presumably, the 
name and number of a company representative. My 
guess is that this was created as a salesman's sample 
sheet. The text also states, "Today, 175 years after its 
founding..." ABN typically used 1795 as their date of 
inception, which would mark production of this item 
at around 1970. 


The other cards come from United States Banknote 
Corporation. These are also very large — 11" x 14" - 
and each features six vignettes. These are all printed 
on card stock using black ink for the engravings and 
color for the text. Because of their similar designs, I 
am assuming all three were produced around rough- 
ly the same time, probably the late 1980s. 


The "Pastoral" card is nearly an exact duplication of 
one created for the banquet of the 1987 IPPDS&EU 
Convention: F1987H(d). The vignettes and text are 
precisely the same, the only difference is that below 
the company name_ "Chicago New York 
Philadelphia" appears, which is not on the union 
card. [The Union card images (see next article) read 
“United States Banknote Company”.] 


The "Railroad" card is also very similar to a souvenir 
card produced for the 1987 IPPDS&EU Convention, 
F1987G. Few collectors have seen this union card, 
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Greg Alexander 


but it contains all six locomotive vignettes that 
appear separately on two more common smaller 
cards, F1987A & B. While the large union card bears 
script text commemorating the convention, on this 
card it is replaced with the company name and, 
again, the inclusion of "Chicago New York 
Philadelphia." In addition, the vignette layout from 
F1987G has been rearranged so that all the locomo- 
tives head into the central text block (a better design 
choice). [I have added the Union card. Ed.] 


Lastly, the "Trolley Transportation" card bears the 
same layout as the others, along with the city names 
at bottom. However, this card features streetcar 
vignettes not found on any other union or forerunner 
card I'm familiar with. All of these are quite attrac- 
tive and like many of the other USBNC vignettes, 
some can be found on various stocks and bonds. One 
mystery regarding this trolley card is the two small 
punch holes just above the top vignette. These are 
smaller than typical holes for a three ring binder. 
Perhaps they were used to attach another item to the 
card using a ribbon or string. 


Again my best guess on these three cards is that they, 
like the ABN transportation sheet, were used as give- 
away sample sheets for prospective buyers. I wel- 
come any further information fellow collectors can 
provide.

[Greg’s find prompted me to pull out my storage box 
(actually an old heavy cardboard Kodak print-paper 
box) in which my material is stored in Mylar sleeves. 
It protects the material, but doesn’t allow me easy 
viewing / enjoying! 


To complement his article, | illustrate, starting on p. 
12, the six sheets that make up F1987H, which, I sus- 
pect, some members have never seen. They are in the 
order (a) to (f), and are followed by another USBNC 
piece which I think was the cover of a calendar (not 
listed?). The images are on a separate sheet behind 
the thick cover with “portholes”. 


I have also added F1982C, one of two printed and 
signed at the show by the then Director of the BEP, 
Seymour Berry (1922-2008). Only 87 additional cards 
were produced at the show. This is followed by 
F1985D, B-188, and SO-16. These all had to reduced 
slightly to fit the page format.
